The Bepu*iicai»3 of the United States, 


assembled by their representatives in na- 
tional convention, appealing for the popu- 
lar and historical justification of their 
claims to the bitter fruits of fonv years of 
Democratic control, as well as the niatca- 
less improvements of thirty years of Re- 
publican rule, earnestly and confidently 
address themselves to the awakened intel- 
ligence; experience and conscience of their 
countrymen in the following declaration 
of facts and principles : 


For the first time since the civil war. the

The sub-committee on tho committee on* 
resolutions adopted tho following draft of 
platform and put it in tho hands of a type­ 
w riter for preparation for thoir mooting 
this morning, at which tlmo it will bo 
again conefldfcroA and some verbal amend­ 
ments probably made. 


The Heputticans of the United States, 
assembled by their representatives in na­ 
tional convention, appoaling for tho popu­ 
lar and historical justification of their 
claims to tho bitter fruits of four years of 
Democratic control, as well as the match­ 
less improvements of thirty years of Re­ 
publican rulo, earnestly and confidently 
ad dress themselves to the awakened intel­ 
ligence, experience and conscience of their 
countrymon In tho following declaration 
of faofcs and principles: 


For tho first time sincctho civil war. tho 
American peoplo havo now witnessed tho 
calamitous consequences of full and un­ 
restricted Democratic control of the gov- 
srnmont. 


I t has been a rocord of unparalloled in­ 
capacity, dishonor and disaster. In the 
adm inistrative m anagem ent it has ru th ­ 
lessly sacrificed indispensable revenue, 
eked out ordinary current running ox- 
ponses with borrowed monoy, piled up the 
public debt ^62,000,000 in time or peace, 
forced an adverse balance of trade, kept a 
perpetual mouaco hanging over the re­ 
demption fund for pawned American credi t 
to alien syndicates and reversed all the 
measures and results of successful Repub­ 
lican rulo.

merly been an island; but the Gov-

Lane, his wife and their Fred, not 
counting Hero; hut Hero was so large 
and clumsy that he might hava been 
counted for a dozen.

dishes on the table were in imminent 
danger from the majestic .sweep of his 
huge, bushy tail; and as this so wor- 
ried Fred's mother—for dishes were 
costly and hard to get -Fred kept him 
out of doors most of the time, except 
on cold nights in the winter. Then 
Hero was allowed to come into the 
house, but was promptly made to go 
under Fred's bed, in order, as Mr. 
Lane would say, that there might be 
room enough left to turn in. 


Mr. Lane was a raftsman, and hai 


worked for years around the old saw- 
mill that stood on the river bank 
mile above their little home. As the 
mill ran only when the river was open 
and free of ice, it was very difficult to 
make his scanty earnings last through 
the winter. It was Fred's work dur- 
ing the summer months to gather the 
driftwood which floated down from 
the mill. 
His father had built a nar-

Whenever a large block 
drifted past beyond Fred's reach, he 
pointed it out to Hero, who would 
swim for it and drag it ashore in his 
huge mouth, with an air ofj "There, 
now! I did that all myselfr' and then 
gravely return again to his seat at the 
end of the narrow staging. In this 
way the pile grew rapidly, and before 
the mill shut down they had more than 
enough for the winter. 


As Fred piledjthe last of it against 


the house he laughingly said to his 
mother: "I think old Hero has eerned 
the right to stay in the house all he 
wants to, and to sing as loud as he 
pleases when Daddy plays his fiddle. 
If it hadn't been for Hero, that pile 
would have been about half as large." 
Hero looked as if he fully understood 
it all, and, as Fred's mother said, 
"really smiled." 


The winter was unusually long and 


severe, and it was quite late in the 
spring before the ice moved out. Then 
the heavy rains set in, and for two 
weeks there was almost a continual 
downpour. The river rose alarmingly, 
and then seemed to settle a trifle; still 
it worried Mr. Lane, for he said the 
house was too old to bear the strain 
should the water reach the foundation. 
Fred had great sport sending Hero 
out for all sorts of things that floated 
by; and then one morning, to his sor- 
row, he saw his staging swept away. 
The river again rose rapidly, and 
crept uncomfortably near them. 
By 


nighl the water had reached their 
cabin steps; but, as it seemed to rise 
no higher, they decided to bring Hero 
in and go to bed as usual. 


Before dawn they were rocsed by a 


loud knocking; it was one of the men 
from the mill. The stringers securing 
the log jam had broken, and help was 
needed immediately; so Mr. Lane 
dressed, and, with a hasty good-by, 
followed the messenger up the wet 
road. 


Fred's mother could not go back to 


sleep; so she built 3 roaring fire in 
the old fashioned widc-moalhed fire- 
place and sat before it watching the 
flames. They could hear nothing but 
the roar of tfaa rising river, and re- 
peatedly went to the door to peer out 
into the darkness. 
Already the logs 


were coming down, and should a few 
of these strike the cabin she feared 
they might start it from its loose 
foundation.

This great cataclysm still leads the list 
in the horrors that accompanied ft and 
the loss of life and property it caused. 
A few years later, on March 27, 1890, 
while the entre West was affected by a 
•great rainstorm, a tornado at Louis 
vile, Ky., caused a loss of nearly 10 
lives and destroyed $3,000,000 wort 
of property. 
These two disasters wil 


enable one to judge of the magnitud 
of that at St. Louis, where the dea< 
will probably reach several hundrec 
and the property loss amount to $20, 
000,000. 
These tremendous losses 


make the small amount of monei 
spent on studying weather effects look 
petty indeed, and if the latter save any 
lives or prevent any destruction by the 
warnings sent out they more-than jus 
tify the present call tor additional ex- 
penditures. 
Now is the time for Gov- 


ernment scientists to do practical work.

The official report on the Johnstown

To this list must be added 
seventy-eight drowned in the floods in 
the river valleys of Central Pennsylva* 
nia just seven years ago May 31st. 
This great cataclysm still leads the list 
in the horrors that accompanied ft and 
the loss of life aftd property it caused. 
A few years later, on March 27, 1890, 
while the entre West was affected by a 
great rainstorm, a tornado at Louis- 
vile, Ky., caused a loss of nearly 100 
lives and destroyed $3,000,000 worth 
of property. 
These two disasters will 
•enable one to judge of the magnitude 
of that at St. Louis, where the dead 
will probably reach several hundred 
and the property loss amount to $20,- 
\ooo,ooo. 
These tremendous losses 
make the small amount of money 
•spent on studying weather effects look 
petty indeed, and if the latter save any 
lives or prevent any destruction by the 
warnings sent out they more-than jus­ 
tify the present call for additional ex­ 
penditures. 
Now is the time for Gov­ 
ernment scientists to do practical work. 


On a farm near Williamsport, Pa., 
theie is a curious freak in the shape of 
twin calves, which ajre .among the most 
-.remarkable ever born.- 'The calvet are 
females and are fully developed, but 
are connected from the nose to the 
part of the ribs where the upper and 
lower cavities of the bodies are separ- 
arated.

GO THROUGH YOUR ORCHARD. 


Many farmers derive more profit, 


icre for acre, from their apple or- 
ibards than from their grain and root 
crops; and yet there is no part of the 
farm so systematically neglected. If 
the soil is rich, there is probably a 
heavy growth of grass cut in Jane or 
July, and after that the horses and 
cows, or perhaps both, are turned in 
to utilize tha new growth as it appears. 
Then in the fall the apples are gath- 
ered and shipped away to market, or 
put into the cellar or made into cider; 
or, if the farmer is particularly shift- 
less, many of them may even be al- 
lowed to remain on the gHtaud and 
rot. 
^ 


This is the experience of the average 


orchard. 
ISo fertilizer is applied to 


the ground, the trees are not protect- 
ed from horses or cattle, or from the 
attacks of rabbits and mice in winter; 
there, is no pruning or thinning, and 
no fresh stock is substituted for the 
superannuated and decayed. Dead 


I trees are occasionally cut down for 
firewood and the open spaces are left 
and enlarged from time to time by the 
'cutting down of other treee. 
And 


then, finally, long after the old or- 
whard is past even a questionable use- 
fulness, some energetic descendant of 
rthe family -will set a new orchard and 
'the xemnant of the old one will go to 
ewell.the supply of winter wood. 


If some of the energy that is spent 


in tilling the corn and bean and po- 
tato fields on the rocky hillsides would 
be expended in the apple 'orchard, the 
farmer would find his income appreci- 
ably increased. Lot him go among 
his trees some winter or spring when 
he is at leisure and cut out all the de- 
cayed and superfluous branches from 
[the valuable trees, and then graft such 
strong, healthy stock as bears poor 
fruit to good, marketable varieties. If 


, from age or any other cause some of 
the trees do not bear well, let them be 
cut down and replaced by new stock. 
And, 
in this connection* it might be 


advisable to have a small nursery of a 
few dozen trees coming on all the time 
in some out-of-the-way corner of the 
garden to meet any possible demand 
of the orchard. 


Each locality has its tested varie- 


ties; and, before grafting or setting 
new trees, the farmer should make a 
close study of his market, and then 
select such sorts as he thinks will be 
the most profitable. A few good sum- 
mer and fall varieties- should be in- 
cluded, but Dot many; the great bulk 
of his fruit should be good-keeping, 
winter varieties that can be kept, if 
desirable, until late in the spring be* 
fore selling. 


Young trees bear best, and this is an 


important fact the grower should keep 
in mind. In renewing an old orchard 
or setting a new one, it is best to 
plant the trees not more than thirty 
feet apart, and then replace them by 
new ones as they grow old or deterior- 
ate in any way. 
If a tree does not 


bear fruit 
as 
expected, graft it 


promptly to some variety you have 
proved. Give the soil something for 
what yon take from it, and protect the 
young trees from cattle and bark-lov- 
ing marauders. 
With the same in- 


telligent care that is given to other 
larm crops, I am convinced that the 
profits of the apple orchard will ex- 
ceed them all. -New York Indepen- 
dent. 


FRUITS O3f THB FABU. 


There are three reasons why farm- 


ers do not have a succession of small 
fruit from the time the first strawber- 
ries appear until the Concord grape is 
gone: First, the high price asked by 
many dealers; second, the prevalent 
opinion that setting and caring for 
fruit is a mysterious business; third, 
the thought that it will be many years, 
or a short lifetime, before any fruit is 
obtained. I believe we are mistaken 
in all three reasons. Plants are quite 
cheap if we go to the right place to 
buy them. Setting is no mysterj.and 
any farmer can do it. Instead of hav- 
ing to wait a long time for returns, 
come small fruits will bear in one year. 
How many farmers have a strawberry 
bed which will yield berries enough 
for home use for two weeks, and 
plenty to can? 


Any land which will raise corn will 


raise strawberries. Flow up a strip ten 
rods long and one rod wide. Pat it in 
good condition, and with a small plow 
lay off three rows the entire length of 
the strip. Send to one of your reliable 
nurserymen and get 300 pknts. Se- 
lect 100 Crescents 100 Bubachs, and 
100 Captain Jacks. These varieties 
are quoted at $1 per hundred, or S3 
t« $5 per thousand. If over a hun- 
dred are ordered, the plants are se- 
cured at the thousand rate. Put 100 
plants in a row, spreading the roots 
oat well, and pressing the earth firm- 
ly about them. Ten days after they 
are set, cultivate them with a two- 
horse cultivator, and continue this 
every week for eight weeks. Yon may 
have to go over the patch once or 


twice with a hoe, and be sure to pick 
off all the buds and flower stems, for 
it will not do to let them fruit the first 
season. 
In the fall cover with rye 


straw, and in the spring rake the straw 
between the rows, and my word for it, 
you will have all the berries a farmer's 
family can eat, at a cost of less, than 
three cents per quart. 


Currants and gooseberries can be 


raised as easily as corn. I have tried 
some six or eight varieties of currants, 
and find the Ked Dutch the only kind 
which gives a good crop every year. 
I would plant ninety two-year-old Ked 
Dutch, and ten two-year-old White 
Dutch. Set in one long row, and cul- 
tivate as you would corn. The second 
year from planting, a fair crop will 
be obtained. Mulch well in summer. 
They will then retain the leaves, which 
protect the fruit and give it a chance 
to get well ripened. Plant 100 goose- 
berries in a row, selecting fifty Hough- 
ton and fifty Downing. If well culti- 
vated, they will give a halt crop the 
first year after planting. Ked Dutch 
currants can be had for three cents 
apiece, and gooseberries five to eight 
cents. With a little trimming each 
spring, 100 gooseberries and 100 cur- 
rants will be all one family can use, 
with some to sell. 


Grapes can be produced at less than 


a cent a pound. Put out two rows in 
some lot or field near by, fifty vines 
in each row, six feet apart in the row, 
atkd the rows eight to ten feet apart. 
Buy twenty Moore's Early at eight 
cents apiece, thirty Worden at six 
cents apiece, and fifty Concord at 
three cents apiece. Yon can hardly 
make a mistake if you buy all Con- 
cords, but the Moore's Early comes 
first, then the Worden fills in the 
space between the early grapes and 
the Concords, and you will have 
grapes for six weeks. As support, set 
good oak posts, and attach to them 
three good wires. Sometime in Feb- 
ruary, cut hack the new growth to 
four or six buds, plow and cultivate 
w-ell. 


The rest and cheapest fruit of all is 


the Early Richmond cherry. The trees 
are cheap, and they will grow and bear 
well with but little care. 
The fruit 


sells readily if more is produced than 
is desired for home use. 
Good trees, 


four to six feet high, can be had at 
large nurseries for $10 to $12 per hun- 
dred. If you have only six or eight 
bearing trees, the birds and boys will 
annoy yon so much that you will have 
to pick them before they are ripe. 
But get fifty trees, set them along the 
garden fence, and in some fence cor- 
ner where nothing but weeds have 
been growing for years. 
We do not 


realize that every square rod of land 
on our farm has eight to ten tons of 
choice soil capable of raising a fine 
cherry tree. Look around your farm, 
and see how many square rods are go- 
ing to waste which might grow a 
cherry, a peach or plum tree. 
When 


the trees arrive, cut off the ends of the 
roots, making a clean cut. 
Pack the 


earth firmly about the roots. 
Keep 


the ground about the tree mellow by 
cultivating or hoeing. If this cannot 
be done, mulch the tree with half 
rotted manure. 
After two or three 


years the cherry tree will take care of 
itself, and yon will then have enough 
fruit for the birds, the boys and your 
own family use. One of the drawbacks 
of farm life is securing help in the 
house when a little extra work is re- 
quired in picking and putting up small 
fruit. 
It is, however, nearly always 


possible to find some poor women or 
children in your neighborhood who 
will be glad to do a few days' work, 
and take fruit nspay. Start some small 
fruit on your furra this spring, set in 
long rows so that it can be cultivated. 
Buy at wholesale rates of any good, 
reliable firm, and in the end you will 
find more pleasure and profit than in 
anything on the farm.—Xew England 
Homestead. 
Landscapes Made of 1'ostage Stamps.

TO MAKE; HOUJE PLANTS OBOW. 


To make house plants grow, Pro- 


fessor Boosof says: Saturate the earth 
around them every day with the coflee 
left over at breakfast. Five or six 
drops of ammonia to every pint of 
water once a week will make them 
flourish. 
To make bulbous flowers 


blossom, fill a flower pot half full of 
quicklime and the remainder with 
good earth, plant bulbs, and keep the 
earth damp. The heat of lime, tem- 
pered by passing through the earth, 
will cause the bulb to send forth shoots 
to blossom. The colors of red and 
violet flowers are rendered extremely 
brilliant by covering the earth in their 
pots with about one-half inch of pul- 
verized charcoal. Charcoal does not 
affect yellow flowers at all in this way. 


IK OLD COLONIAL STOLE. 


Some of the prettiest window cur* 


tains and portieres of country houses, 
and, indeed, suitable for city rooms 
that are furnished in old colonial style, 
are the colonial draperies, in various 
colors, such as old blue, old red and 
forest green, says a writer in Yogne. 


They have narrow cross stripes in 


self-colorings mingled with white, and 
on the ends these cross e tripes are in 
groups, forming a border. 
The ma- 


terial is of cotton, of rather loose 
weave, and heavy enough to hang 
gracefully. It is the same on both 
sides, and is moderate in price. 


Many and various are the pretty 


things of moderate cost which are used 
for house decoration, and which, with 
judgment in their selection, will make 
the most simple 
room attractive. 


Among these are small wicker chairs 
without arms, the seat upholstered in 
striped Japanese matting and the 
wicker painted forest green. 
Settees 


of the same, with very high backs, 
upholstered on seat and back with 
India cotton material, in gioups of 
brilliant stripes on a dull buff ground, 
are also very handsome and far from 
costly. 


A new and attractive material for 


upholstering white enameled furniture 
is of olive-green color, with wide 
stripes of a darker shade of green. 
The material is of green, with corduroy 
stripes, and there are wall papers 
which are made to match. 


Chairs of oak or other wood which 


have become defaced and scratched 
and are seemingly hopeless, may be 
changed to very decorative objects by 
painting them with white enamel 
paint, which dries very rapidly, and 
when applied carefully has a most 
beautiful smooth surface. 
The seats 


can be easily upholstered at home in 
some pretty stuff, such as above de- 
scribed, and should be pat on with 
very small gilt or brass-headed tacks, 
the heads not much larger than those 
of the ordinary carpet tacks. 


A white enameled chair, with seat 


upholstered in forest-green corduroy, 
put on without braid, and with tiny 
brass tacks placed very close together, 
was eo attractive that it has formed 
the keynote for a whole set of delight- 
ful furniture evolved from a much be* 
scratched and shabby bedroom suite. 
If forest green is used to paint old 
furniture it shows its best effects when 
oak is the wood, the handsome grain 
showing to perfection under the green 
color and giving to the piece a rich- 
ness and beauty that are most satis- 
factory.—Chicago Record. 


RECIPES. 


Cabbage Salad on Lettuce—Take 


half a head of small cabbage, chop 
very fine; add a teaspoon of salt and 
saltspoon of pepper and four table- 
spoons of vinegar; one.'head of lettuce, 
the leaves washed, separated and dried 
in a towel. Place two large ones on 
each salad plate, put cabbage enough 
to look well ou the lettuce and pour 
on each a tablespoonful of mayonnaise 
dressing. 


Baked Halibut Steaks—Trim the 


steaks, lay them in a roasting pan, 
and for two pounds use one cup ol 
cream, one teaspoon of HOOT, one 
tablcsuoon of butter, one teaspoon oi 
salt and one saltspoon of pepper. 
Dredge the steaks with the flour, add 
the seasoning and dot with the butter; 
then pour over the cream and bake 
fifteen minutes in a quick oven. These 
are delicious. 


Lyonnaise Potato—Cut a quart of 


cold boiled potatoes into dice a littk 
over an inch square; put a tablespoon 
of batter in a frying pan, and when it 
is very hot add a white onion minced 
fine. 
Cook until soft, add the pota- 


toes, tossing them with a fork in the 
frying pan until they are evenlv col- 
ored a delicate brown. 
Sprinkle s 


tablespoon of minced parsley ove: 
them and stir with fork again. Serve 
at once with steak.

California's Edible LizarJ. 


There is living in the mountainous 


parts of the Mojave Desert a very 
strange lizard, which often reaches a 
length of over a foot, and which is 
aearlf as wide as one's hand and of a 
uniform dark slate color, or even 
black, while the tail is spotted with 
white and often nearly uniformly 
white. At a distance this species, which 
scientists call Sauromalur ater, looks 
(ike a Gila monster, and many people, 
unacquainted with the latter, have 
supposed them to be the same, and I 
think it is due to this mistake that 
many people believe the -Gila monster 
an inhabitant of California. But there 
is no really authentic account of the 
monster being found in our State. 
Professor Baird states in his Pacific 
Railroad reports, on the authority of 
Kennedy and Mollhansen, that it has 
been found along the Mojave River, 
but this must be a mistake. 


The chuck walla, as the black lizard 


above described is called by the In- 
dians, is almost entirely vegetarian iu 
its habits, and consequently edible. 
Several specimens which were exam- 
ined contained in their stomachs speci- 
mens of a little lotus, an ephedra and 
a few bits of the gray desert tree, 
dalea fremontii. The Indians eat a 
great many of them, and I, for one, 
can testify that, although very repul- 
sive to look at, if one has not had fresh 
meat for three or four mouths, a nice, 
fat chuck walla is quite palatable if 
properly cooked. The meat is very 
white and tastes much like frog's legs, 
which are sold at such a good price in 
our markets.—San Francisco Chron- 
icle. 


Knife as a Food Conveyer. 


A word as to the knife and fork in 


the olden days. I never saw a man use 
a fork in conveying food to his month 
until I was twelve or- fifteen years old. 
Men could use the knife in those days 
skillfully and'gracefully. Indeed, the 
use of the fork was impossible, as 
forks were then old fashioned, two 
pronged affairs, not wider than your 
little finger.

GO THROUGH YOUR ORCHARD. 


Many farmers derivo more profit, 
cro for acre, from their apple or* 
hards than from their grain and root 
ropa; and yet there is no part of the 
farm so systematically neglected. 
If 
the soil is rich, there is probably a 
heavy growth of grass cut in Juno or 
July, and after that the horses and 


<j o w s , or perhaps both, are turned in 
to utilize tha new growth as it appears. 
Then in the fall the apples are gath­ 
ered and shipped away to market, or 
put into the cellar or made into cider) 
or, if the farmer is particularly shift­ 
less, many of them may even be al­ 
lowed to remain on the g i ^ u d and 
rot. 


This is the experience of the average 
orchard. 
ISo fertilizer is applied to 
the ground, the trees are not protect­ 
ed from horses or cattle, or from the 
attacks of rabbits and mice in winter; 
there, is no pruning or thinning, and 
no fresh stock is substituted for the 
superannuated and decayed. 
Dead 
trees are occasionally cut down for 
firewood and the open spaces are left 
and enlarged from time to time by the 
cutting down of other trees. 
And 
then, finally, long after the old or- 
“hard is past even a questionable use­ 
fulness, some energetic descendant of 
,he familv will set a new orchard and 
the remnant of the old one will go to 
ewell the supply of winter wood. 


If some of the energy that is spent 
in tilling the corn and bean and po­ 
tato fields on the rocky hillsides would 
be expended in the apple ‘orchard, the 
farmer would find his income appreci­ 
ably increased. 
Lot him go among 
his trees some winter or spring when 
he is at leisure and cut out all the de­ 
cayed and superfluous branches from 
the valuable trees, and then graft such 
strong, healthy stock as bears poor 
fruit to good, marketable varieties. If 
from age or any other cause some of 
the trees do not bear well, lot them be 
cut down and replaced by new stock. 
And, in this connection,, it might be 
advisable to have a small nursery of a 
few dozen trees coming on all the time 
in gome out-of-the-way corner of the 
garden to meet any possible demand 
of the orchard. 


Each locality has its tested varie­ 
ties; and, before grafting or setting 
new trees, the farmer should make a 
close study of his market, and then 
eelect such sorts as he thinks will be 
the most profitable. 
A few good sum­ 
mer and fall varieties should be in­ 
cluded, but not many; the great bulk 
of his fruit should be good-keeping, 
winter varieties that can be kept, if 
desirable, until late in the spring be­ 
fore selling. 


Young trees bear best, and this is an 
important fact the grower should keep 
in mind. 
In renewing an old orchard 
or setting a new one, it is best to 
plant the trees not more than thirty 
feet apart, and then replace them by 
new ones as they grow old or deterior­ 
ate in any way. 
If a tree does not 
bear fruit 
as 
expected, graft it 
promptly to some variety you have 
proved. 
Give the soil something for 
what you take from it, and protect tho 
young trees from cattle and bark-lov­ 
ing marauders. 
With the same in­ 
telligent care that is given to other 
farm crops, I am convinced that the 
profits of the apple orchard will ex­ 
ceed them ail, -New York Indepen­ 
dent, 


SMALL FRUITS ON THE FARM. 


There are three reasons why farm* 
ers do not have a succession of small 
fruit from the time tho first strawber­ 
ries appear until the Concord grape is 
gone: First, the high price asked by 
many dealers; second, tho prevalent 
opinion that setting and oaring for 
fruit is a mysterious business; third, 
the thought that it will be many years, 
or a short lifetime, before any fruit is 
obtained, 
I believe wo aro mistaken 
in all three reasons. 
Plants are quito 
cheap if we go to tho rjght place to 
buy them. 
Setting is no mystery, and 
any farmer can do it. 
Instead of hav­ 
ing to wait a long time for returns, 
some small fruits will bear in one year. 
How many farmers have a strawberry 
bed wliioh will yield berries enough 
for homo use for two weeks, and 
plenty to can? 


Any land which will raise corn will 
raise strawberries. 
PJowup a strip ten 
rods long and one rod wido. Put it in 
good condition, and with a small plow 
lay off three rows tho entire length of 
the strip, Bend to one of your reliable 
nurserymen and get 300 plants. 
Bo- 
lect 100 Crescents, 100 Bubaohs, and 
100 Captain Jacks. 
These varieties 
are quoted at $1 per hundred, or $3 
t® $5 per thousand. 
If over a hun­ 
dred aro ordered, tho plants aro se­ 
cured at the thouband rate. 
Put 100 
plants in a row, spreading tho roots 
out well, and pressing the earth firm­ 
ly about them. 
Ten days after they 
are set, cultivate them with a two- 
horBo cultivator, and continue this 
every week for eight weeks. You may 
have to go over the patch once ox 


twice with a hoe, and be sure to pick 
off all the buds and flower stems, for 
it will not do to let them fruit the first 
season. 
In the fall cover with rye 
straw, and in the spring rake the straw 
between the rows, and my word for it, 
you will have all the berries a farmer’s 
family can eat, at a cost of les* than 
three cents per quart. 


Currauts and gooseberries can bo 
raised as easily as corn. 
I have tried 
somo six or eight varieties of currants, 
and find the Rod Dutch the only kind 
which gives a good crop every year. 
I would plant ninety two-year-old Red 
Dutch, and ton two-year-old Wkito 
Dutch. 
Set in one long row, and cul­ 
tivate as you would corn. 
The second 
year from planting, a fair crop will 
be obtained. 
Mulch well in summer. 
They will then retain tho leaves, which 
protect the fruit and givo it a chance 
to get well ripened. 
Plant 100 goose­ 
berries in a row, seleoting fifty Hough­ 
ton and fifty Downing. 
If well culti­ 
vated, they will give a halt crop the 
first year after planting. 
Red Dutch 
currants can bo had for three cents 
apiece, and gooseberries five to eight 
cents. 
With a little trimming each 
spring, 100 gooseberries and 100 cur­ 
rants will be all ono family can use, 
with somo to sell. 


Grapes can be produced at less than 
a cent a pound. 
Put out two rows in 
some lot or field near by, fifty vines 
in each row, six feet apart in the row, 
and the rows eight to ten feet apart. 
Buy twenty Moore's Early at eight 
cents apiece, thirty Worden at six 
cents apiece, and fifty Concord at 
three cents apiece. 
You can hardly 
make a mistake if you buy all Con­ 
cords, but the Moore’s Early comes 
first, then the Worden fills in the 
space between the early grapes and 
the Concords, and you will havo 
grapes for six weeks. 
As support, set 
good oak posts, and attach to them 
three good wires. 
Sometime in Feb­ 
ruary, cut back the new growth to 
four or six buds, plow and cultivate 
well. 


Tho Vest and cheapest fruit of all is 
tho Early Richmond cherry. Tho trees 
are cheap, and they will grow and bear 
well with but little care. 
Tho fruit 
sells readily if more is produced than 
is desired for home use. 
Good trees, 
four to six feot high, can be had at 
large nurseries for $10 to $12 per hun­ 
dred. 
If you have only six or eight 
bearing trees, the birds and boys will 
annoy you so much that you will have 
to pick them before they are ripe. 
But get fifty trees, set them along the 
garden fence, and in somo fence cor­ 
ner whero nothing but weeds have 
beon growing for years. 
Wo do not 
realize that every square rod of land 
on our farm has eight to ten tons of 
choice soil capable of raising a fine 
cherry tree. 
Look around your farm, 
and seo how many square rods are go­ 
ing to wasto which might grow a 
cherry, a peach or plum tree. 
When 
tho trees arrive, cut oif tho ends of the 
roots, making a clean cut. 
Pack the 
earth firmly about the roots. 
Keep 
the ground about the tree mellow by 
cultivating or hoeing. 
If this cannot 
be done, mulch the tree with half 
rotted manure. 
After two or threo 
years the cherry tree will take care of 
itself, and you will then havo enough 
fruit for the birds, tho boys and your 
own family use. One of tho drawbacks 
of farm lifo is securing help in the 
house when a little extra work is re­ 
quired in pioking and putting up small 
fruit. 
It is, however, nearly always 
possible to find some poor women or 
children in your neighborhood who 
will bo glad to do a few days' work, 
and take fruit as pay. Start somo small 
fruit on your furm this spring, sot in 
long rows so that it can be cultivated. 
Buy at wholesale rates of any good, 
reliable firm, and in the end you will 
find more pleasure and profit than in 
anything on tho farm.—Now England 
Homestead.

tures are most artistic, in the stylo of 
Chinese landscape gardening, and al­

TO MAKE HOUJK PLANTS GROW. 


To maKe houso plants grow, Pro* 
fcssor Boosof says: Saturate the earth 
around them every day with the coffee 
leit over at breakfast. 
Five or six 
drops of ammonia to every pint of 
water onco a week will make them 
flourish. 
To make bulbous flowers 
blossom, fill a flower pot half full of 
quicklime and tho remainder with 
good earth, plant bulbs, and keep the 
earth damp. 
Tho heat of lime, tem­ 
pered by passing through the earth, 
will cause tho bulb to send forth shoots 
to blossom. 
Tho colors of red and 
violet flowers are rendered extremely 
brilliant by covering the 6arth in their 
pots with about one-half inch of pul­ 
verized charcoal. 
Charcoal does not 
affect yellow flowers at all in this way. 


IN OLD COLONIAL STYLE, 


Some of the prettiest window cur­ 
tains and portieres of country houses, 
and, indeed, suitable for city rooms 
that are furnished in old colonial style, 
are the colonial draperies, in various 
colors, such as old blue, old red and 
forest green, says a writer in Vogue. 


They have narrow cross Btripes in 
self-colorings mingled with white, and 
on the ends theso cross stripes are in 
groups, forming a border. 
The ma­ 
terial is of cotton, of rather loose 
weave, and heavy enough to hang 
gracefully. 
It is the same on both 
sides, and is moderate in price. 


Many and various are the pretty 
things of moderate cost which are used 
for house decoration, and which, with 
judgment in their selection, will make 
tho most simple 
room attractive. 
Among these are small wicker chairs 
without arms, the seat upholstered in 
striped Japanese matting and the 
wicker painted forest green. 
Settees 
of the same, with very high backs, 
upholstered on seat and back with 
India cotton material, in gioups of 
brilliant stripes on a dull buff ground, 
are also very handsome and far from 
costly. 


A new and attractive material for 
upholstering white enameled furniture 
is of olive-green color, with wide 
stripes of a darker shade of green. 
The material is of green, with corduroy 
stripes, and there are wall papers 
which are made to match. 


Chairs of oak or other wood which 
have become defaced and scratched 
and are seemingly hopeless, may bo 
changed to very decorative objects by 
painting them with white enamel 
paint, whioh dries very rapidly, and 
when applied carefully has a most 
beautiful smooth surface. 
Tho seats 
can be easily upholstered at homo in 
somo pretty stuff, such as above de­ 
scribed, and should be put on with 
very small gilt or brass-headed tacks, 
the heads not much larger than thoso 
of tho ordinary carpet tacks. 


A white enamelfed chair, with seat 
upholstered in forest-green corduroy, 
put on without braid, and with tiny 
brass tacks placed very close together, 
was so attractive that it has formed 
the keynote for a whole set of delight­ 
ful furniture evolved from a much be- 
scratched and shabby bedroom suite. 
If forest green is used to paint old 
furniture it shows its best effects when 
oak is the wood, the handsome grain 
showing to perfection under the green 
color and giving to the piece a rich­ 
ness and beauty that are most satis­ 
factory,—Chicago Record,

Lyonnaiso Potato—Cut a quart of 
cold boiled potatoes into dice a little 
over an inch square; put a tablespoon 
of butter in a frying pan, and when it 
is very hot add a white onion minced 
fine. 
Cook until soft, add the pota­ 
toes, tossing them with a fork in the 
frying pan until they are evenly col* 
ored a delicate brown.

California’s Edible Lizard, 


There is living in tho mountainous 
parts of the Mojave Desert 
a very 
itrange lizard, which often reaches a 
length of over a foot, and which is 
aearl|; as wide as one’s hand and of a 
uniform dark slate color, or even 
black, whilo the tail is spotted with 
white 
and often nearly uniformly 
white. At a distance this species, which 
scientists call Sauromalur ater, looks 
like a Gila monster, and many people, 
unacquainted with the latter, have 
supposed them to be the same, and I 
think it is due to this mistake that 
many people believe the Gila monster 
an inhabitant of California. But there 
is no really authentic account of the 
monster being found in our State. 
Professor Baird states in hi3 Pacific 
Railroad reports, on the authority of 
Kennerly and Mollhausen, that it has 
been found along the Mojave River, 
but this must be a mistake. 


The chuck walla, as the black lizard 
above described is called by the In­ 
dians, is almost entirely vegetarian in 
its habits, and consequently ediblo. 
3everal specimens which were exam­ 
ined contained in their stomachs speci­ 
mens of a little lotus, an ephedra and 
a few bits of tho gray desert tree, 
dalea fremontii. 
The Indians eat a 
great many of them, and I, for one, 
can testify that, although very repul­ 
sive to look at, if one ha« not had fresh 
meat for three or four months, a nice, 
fat chuck walla is quite palatable if 
properly cooked. 
The meat is very 
svhite and tastes much like frog’s legs, 
which are sold at such a good price in 
our markets.—San * Francisco Chron­ 
icle.

An ingenious method to test the 
penetrative power of small i:>rojecttiea 
has been tried in Germany by Herr 
Muller, 
A large water trough is 
divided on the bottom by transverse 
ribs and closed at ono end by thion 
gelatine plates. 
The shot is fired into 
the end of the trough, when the hole 
in the gelatine instantly closes up, 
preventing tho escape of the water. 
Each shot is retained by the ribs 
where it falls, and its position is noted 
when the water is drawn off after the 
firing.

Advice to Delegates to the Demo- 


cratic Convention, 


BE PBEDIOT3 LASTING DISASTER 


To His Party Should It Declare for the 


Free, Uulimited and Independent Cola- 
age of Silver—Uefoses to Believe That 
the Democracy Will So Declare. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—In reply to « 


request from the New York Herald for a 
statement concerning the Democratic sit- 
uation, President Cleveland last night 
•ent the following to that newspaper. 


"I have made no figures as to the prob- 


aMe action of delegates already chosen or 
to be chosen to the Democratic national 
eonvention, but I refuse to believe that 
•when the time arrives for deliberate action 
there will be engrafted upon our Demo- 
cratic creed a demand for the free, unlim- 
ited and independent coinage of silver. I 
cannot believe this because I know the 
Democratic party is neither unpatriotic 
nor foolish, and because it seems so clear 
to me that such a course will inflict a very 
great injury upon every interest of our 
country, which it has been the mission of 
Democracy to advance, and will result In 
lasting disaster to oar party organization. 


"There is little hope that as a means of 


fuccess this free silver proposition, after 
iits thorough discussion during a political 
Campaign, will attract a majority of the 
Toters of the country. It must be that 
many of the illusions influencing those 
now relying upon this alleged panacea for 
their flls will be dispelled before the time 
comes for them to cast their ballots, which 
will express their sober second thought. 
The adoption by the Democracy of this 
proposition would, I believe, give to our 
opponents an advantage both in the 
present and future which they do not de- 
serve. 


"My attachment to true Democracy is so 


strong that I consider its success as identi- 
cal with the promotion of the country's 
good. This ought sufficiently to account 
for my anxiety that no mistake be made 
at our party convention. In my opinion 
no effort should be spared to secure such 
action of the delegates as will avert porliy 
demoralization. 


"It is a place for consultation and com- 


parison of views, and those Democrats 
who believe In the cause of sound money 
should there be heard and be constantly 
in evidence. A cause worth fighting for is 
worth fighting for to the end. If sciund 
money Democrats suppose there Is danger 
of a mistake being made, such danger 
should stimulate their activity in averting 
it, Instead of creating discouragement. 
"I am very far from arrogating to my- 


self a controlling influence upon the policy 
of my party, but as an unflinching Demo- 
crat who has been honored by his party, 
and who desires hereafter no greater polit- 
ical privileges than to occupy the place of 
private in its ranke, I hope I may not be 
blamed for saying this much at this time 
in the interest, as it seems to me, of the 
grand old organization, so rich in honor- 
able traditions, so justly proud of its 
achievements and always so undaunted 
and brave in its battles for the people's 
welfare."

T h e 
rising 
ground which

pied had for- 
merly been an island; but tho Gov-

tion In the very center of the room 
and seemed lost In Its Immense depths. 

Its 
vast marble floor Is vacant of furni- 
ture. and Its walls, of groat height, 
are covered with portraits, larger than 
life, of the captains general of Cuba 
during 120 years.

His ears are set far back, aiKi 
what Is called the region of Intellect, 
In which aré those mental attributes 
that might be denned as powers of ob- 
servation, calculation, judgment and 
execution, Is strongly developed.

conformation of his head, however, is 
not one that Is generally accepted as 
an Indication of any marked possession 
of phlloprogenltlveness or its kindred 
emotions and Inclinations. His nose la 
acqulllne, bloodless 
and 
obtrusive. 
When he speaks It Is with a high nasal 
enunciation that Is not disagreeable, 
because it is not prolonged; and his 
sentences Justify every Impression that 
has already been formed of the man. 
They were short, crisp, emphatic and 
expressive,"

•silent on studying weather effects look 
petty indeed, and if the latter save any 
lives or prevent any destruction by the 
warnings sent out they more-than jus- 
tify the present call lor additicnal ex-, 
penditures. 
Now is the time for Gov- 
ernment scientists to do practical work.

GO TFLROUGH XOUR ORHHARD, 


Many farmers derivo more profit, 
icro for acre, from their apple or- 
ihards than from their grain aud root 
^ srops; and yet there is no part of the 
farm so Bystematioally neglected. 
If 
the soil ia rich, there is probably a 
heavy growth of prass cut in June or 
I July, and after that the horses and 
oows, or perhaps both, are turned in 
to utilize tha new growth as it appears. 
Then in the fall the apples are gath- 
l^red and shipped away to market, or 
put into the cellar or made into cider} 
or, ii the farmer is particularly shift- 
less, many of them may even be al- 
lowed to remain on the gijj^nd and 
rot. 


This is the experience of the avera^ro 
orchard. 
]So fertilizer is api^lied lo 
the ground, the trees are not protect- 
ed from horses or cattle, or from the 
attacks of rabbits and mice in winter; 
there, is no pruninj? or thinning, and 
no fresh stock is substituted for the 
euperannuated 
and decayed. 
Dead 
trees are occasionally cut down for 
firewood and the open spaces are lelt 
and enlarged from time to time by the 
Icutting down of otber trees. 
Ani 
then, iinally, long after the old or- 
ibard is past even a questionable use- 
[fulness, some energetic descendant of 
the family will set a new orchard and 
'the remnant of the old one will go to 
ewell .the supply of winter wood. 


If some of the energy that is spent 
in tilling the corn and bean and po- 
tato fields on the rocky hillsides would 
be expended in the apple orchard, the 
farmer would lind his income appreoi- 
fibly increased. 
Lot him go among 
his trees some winter or spring when 
he is at leisure and cut out all the de- 
<3ayed and superfluous branches from 
the valuable trees, and then graft such 
strong, healthy stock as bears poor 
fruit to good, marketable varieties. If 
from age or any other cause some of 
the trees do not bear well, let them be 
cut down and replaced by new stock. 
And, in this connection,, it might be 
advisable to have a small nursery of a 
few dozen trees coming on all the time 
in Eome out-of-the-way corner of the 
garden to meet any possible demand 
of the orchard. 


Etch locality has its tested varie- 
ties; and, before grafting or setting 
new trees, the farmer should make a 
close study of his market, and then 
select such sorts as he thinks will bo 
the most profitable. 
A fow good sum- 
mer and fall varieties should be in- 
cluded, but not many; the great bulk 
of his fruit should be good-keeping, 
"winter varieties that can be kept, if 
desirable, until late iu the spring be- 
fore selling. 


Young trees bear best, and this is an 
important fact the grower should keep 
in mind. 
In renewing an old orchard 
or setting a new one, it is best to 
plant the trees not more than thirty 
feet apart, aud then replace them by 
new ones as they grow old or deterior- 
ate in any way. 
If a tree does not 
bear fruit 
as 
expected, 
graft 
it 
promptly to some variety you have 
proved. 
Give the soil something for 
'what you take from it, and ];)rotect the 
young trees from cattle and bark-lov- 
ing marauders. 
With the same in- 
telligent care that is given to other 
iarm crops, I am convinced that the 
profits of the apple orchard will ex- 
ceed them ail, -New York Indepen- 
dent, 


SMAIIL RAMTS ON THE FABM. 


There are three reasons why farm- 
ers do not have a succession of small 
fruit from the time the first strawber- 
ries appear until the Concord grape is 
gone; 
First, the high price aslsed by 
many dealers; second^ the prevalent 
opinion that setting and caring for 
fruit is a mysterious business; third, 
the thought that it will bo many years, 
or a short lifotime, before any fruit is 
obtained. 
I believe wo are mistaken 
in all tbreo reasons. 
Plants are quite 
cheap if we go to the rjght placo to 
buy them. 
Setting is no mystery, and 
any farmer can do it. 
Instead othav- 
ing to wait a long timo for returns, 
some small fruits will bear in one year. 
How many farmers have a strawberry 
bed which will yield berries enough 
for homo use for two weeks, 
and 
plenty to can? 


Any land which will raise corn will 
raise strawberries. 
Plow up a strip ten 
rods long and one rod wide. Put it in 
good condition, and with a small plow 
lay off three rows the entire length of 
the strip, Bend to one of your reliable 
nurserymen und get 300 plants. 
Se- 
lect 100 Crescents, 100 Bubachs, and 
100 Captain Jacks, 
These varieties 
are quoted at $1 per hundred, or 
to $5 per thousand. 
If over a hun- 
dred are ordered, the plants are se- 
cured at the thouband rate. 
Put 100 
plants in a row, spreading the roots 
out well, and pressing the earth firm- 
ly about them. 
Ten days after they 
are set, cultivate them with a two- 
horse cultivator, and continue 
this 
every week for eight weeks. You may 
Lavd to go over the patch once or

twice with a hoe, and be sure to pick 
off all the buds and flower stems, for 
it will not do to let them fruit the first 
season. 
In the fall cover with rye 
straw, and in the spring rake the straw 
between the rows, and my word for it, 
you will have all the berries a farmer's 
family can eat, at a cost of lesi than 
three cents per quart. 


Currants and gooseberries can bo 
raised as easily as corn. 
I have tried 
some six or eight varieties of currants, 
and find the Rod Dutch the only kind 
which gives a good crop every year. 
I would plant ninety two-year-old Ked 
Dutch, and ton two-year-old 
White 
Dutch. 
Set in one long row, and cul- 
tivate as you would corn. 
The second 
year from planting, n fair crop will 
be obtained. 
Mulch well in summer. 
They will then retain the leaves, which 
protect the fruit and givo it a chance 
to get well ripened. 
Plant 100 goose- 
berries in a row, selecting fifty Hough- 
ton and fifty Downing. 
If well culti- 
vated, they will givo a halt crop the 
first year after planting. 
Red Dutch 
currants can be had for three cents 
apiece, and gooseberries five to eight 
cents. 
With a littlo trimming each 
spring, 100 gooseberries and 100 cur- 
rants will be all one family can use, 
with eome to sell. 


Grapes can be produced at less than 
a cent a pound. 
Put out two rows in 
some lot or field near by, fifty vines 
in each row, six feet apart in the row, 
ai^d the rows eight to ten feet apart. 
Bny twenty Moore's Early at eight 
cents apiece, thirty Worden at six 
cents apiece, and fifty Concord at 
three cents apiece. 
Yon can hardly 
make a mistake if you buy all Con- 
cords, but the Moore's Early comes 
first, then the Worden fills in the 
space between the early grapes and 
the Concords, and you 
will have 
grapes for six weeks. 
As support, set 
good oik posts, and attach to them 
three good wires. 
Sometime in Feb- 
ruary, cut back the new growth to 
four or six buds, plow and cultivate 
w-ell. 


Tha Vest and cheapest fruit of all is 
the Early Richmond cherry. The trees 
are cheap, and they will grow and bear 
well with but little care. 
The fruit 
sells readily if more is produced than 
is desired for home use. 
Good trees, 
four to six feet high, can be had at 
large nurseries for $10 to $12 per hun- 
dred. 
If you have only six or eight 
bearing trees, the birds and boys will 
annov you so much that you will have 
to pick them before they are ripe. 
But get fifty trees, set them along the 
garden fence, and in some fence cor- 
ner where nothing but weeds have 
been growing for years. 
We do not 
realize that every square rod of land 
on our farm has eight to ten tons of 
choice soil capable of raising a fine 
cherry tree. 
Look around your farm, 
and see how many square rods aro go- 
ing to waste which might grow a 
cherry, a peach or plum tree. 
When 
the trees arrive, cut off the ends of the 
roots, making a clean cut. 
Pack the 
earth firmly about the roots. 
Keep 
the ground about the tree mellow by 
cultivating or hoeing. 
If this cannot 
be done, mulch the tree with half 
rotted maniure. 
After two or three 
years the cherry tree will take care of 
itself, and you will then have enough 
fruit for the birds, the boys and your 
own family use. One of the drawbacks 
of farm life is securing help in the 
house when a little extra work is re- 
quired in picking and putting up small 
fruit. 
It is, however, nearly always 
possible to find some poor women or 
children in your neighborhood who 
will be glad to do a few days' work, 
and take fruit nspay.

TO MAKE HOUJK PLIANTS GROW. 


To make house plants grow, Pro* 
fessor Boosof says: Saturate the earth 
around them every day with the cofiee 
le£t over at breakfast. 
Five or six 
drops of ammonia to every pint of 
water once a week will make them 
flourish. 
To make bulbous 
flowers 
blossom, fill a flower pot half full of 
quicklimo and tho remainder with 
good earth, plant bulbs, and keep the 
earth damp. 
The heat of lime, tem- 
pered by passing through the earth, 
will cause tho bulb to send forth shoots 
to blossom. 
The colors of red and 
violet flowers are rendered extremely 
brilliant by covering the 6arth in their 
pots witli about one-half inch of pul- 
verized charcoal. 
Charcoal does not 
affect yellow flowers at all in this way. 


IN Olit) COLONIAIi srriiE, 


Some of the prettiest window cur- 
tains and portieres of country houses, 
and, indeed, suitable for city rooms 
that are furnished in old colonial style, 
are the colonial draperies, in various 
colors, such as old blue, old red and 
forest green, says a writer in Vogue. 


They have narrow cross stripes in 
self-colorings mingled with white, and 
on the ends these cross stripes are in 
groups, forming a border. 
The ma- 
terial is of cotton, of rather loose 
weave, and heavy enough to hang 
gracefully. 
It is the same on both 
sides, and is moderate in price. 


Many and various are the pretty 
things of moderate cost which are used 
for house decoration, and which, with 
judgment in their selection, will make 
the most simple 
room 
attractive. 
Among these are small wicker chairs 
without arms, the seat upholstered in 
striped Japanese matting and the 
wicker painted forest green. 
Settees 
of the same, with very high backs, 
upholstered on seat and back with 
India cotton material, in gioups of 
brilliant stripes on a dull buff ground, 
are also very handsome and far from 
costly. 


A new and attractive material for 
upholstering white enameled furniture 
is of olive-green color, with wide 
stripes of a darker shade of green. 
The material is of green, with corduroy 
stripes, and there are wall papers 
which are made to match. 


Chairs of oak or other wood which 
have become defaced and scratched 
and are seemingly hopeless, may be 
changed to very decorative objects by 
painting them 
with white enamel 
paint, which dries very rapidly, and 
when applied carefully has a most 
beautiful smooth surface. 
The seats 
can be easily upholstered at home in 
some pretty stuff, such as above de- 
scribed, and should be put on with 
very small gilt or brass-headed tacks, 
the'heads not much larger than those 
of the ordinary carpet tacks. 


A white enameled chair, with seat 
upholstered in forest-green corduroy, 
put on without braid, and with tiny 
brass tacks placed very close together, 
was so attractive that it has formed 
the keynote for a whole set of delight- 
ful furniture evolved from a much be- 
scratched and shabby bedroom suite. 
If forest green is used to paint old 
furniture it shows its best effects when 
oak is the wood, the handsome grain 
showing to perf-ection under the green 
color and giving to the piece a rich- 
ness and beauty that are most satis- 
factory.—Chicago Record.

Califoruia's Iiidible Lizar;]. 


There is living in the mountainous 
parts of the Mojave Desert 
a very 
itrange lizard, which often reaches a 
length of over a foot, and which is 
aearl^ as wide as one's hand and of a 
uniform dark slate color, 
or even 
black, while the tail is spotted with 
white 
and often nearly uniformly 
white. At a distance this species, which 
scientists call Sauromalur ater, looks 
like a Gila monster, and many people, 
unacquainted with the latter, have 
supposed them to be the same, and I 
think it is due to this mistake that 
many people believe the Gila monster 
an inhabitant of California. But there 
is no really authentic account of the 
monster being found in our State. 
Professor Baird states in his Paciflc 
Railroad reports, on the authority of 
Kennerly and Mollhausen, that it has 
been found along the Mojave River, 
but this must be a mistake. 


The chuck walla, as the black lizard 
above described is called by the In- 
dians, IS almost entirely vegetarian iu 
its habits, and consequently edible. 
3everal specimens which were exam- 
ined contained in their stomachs speci- 
mens of a little lotus, an ephedra and 
a few bits of tho gray desert tree, 
dalea fremontii. 
The Indians eat a 
Q;reat many of them, and I, for one, 
can testify that, although very repul- 
sive to look at, if one ha« not had fresh 
meat for three or four mouths, a nice, 
fat chuck walla is quite i^alatable if 
properly cooked. 
The meat is very 
white and tastes much like frog's legs, 
which are sold at such a good price in 
our markets.—San "Francisco Chron- 
icle.
